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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by USPN 
6„836,786 issued to Zoller et al. 



Regarding claim 1, Zoller teaches a method for presenting a merged view of remotely 
installed applications to which a user has terminal server (TS) based access, the method 
comprising: 

generating, by a client computing device, one or more shortcuts to one or more respective 
applications, each of the applications being installed at one or more installation points in an 
Intranet, the client computing device being external to the Intranet (col. 1, lines 44-61); and 

wherein the one or more shortcuts are aggregated to present a merged view of the 
applications, the merged view being transparent of whether the applications are managed by 
different information sources on the Intranet and/or configured for remote TS-based execution by 
different ones of one or more installation points (col. 1, lines 44-61). 
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Regarding claim 2, Zoller teaches a method as recite in claim 1, wherein the one or more 
information sources comprise a directory service, a Systems Management Server, and/or a 
personal office computer associated with the user (figure 7). 

Regarding claim 3, Zoller teaches a method as recite in claim 1, wherein the one or more 
installation points comprise one or more servers and/or office computers associated with the user 
(figure 7). 

Regarding claim 4, Zoller teaches a method as recite in claim 1, wherein the shortcuts are 
presented in a desktop of the user (figure 5). 

Regarding claim 5, Zoller teaches a method as recite in claim 1, wherein the shortcuts are 
presented in an Internet browser window associated with a Web service providing remote 
application discovery, the Web service being deployed on a Web server in the Intranet and 
accessible by the client computing device over a public network (figures 5 and 7). 

Claims 6-10 are similar to claims 1-5, respectively, therefore are rejected under the same 
rationale. 

Claims 1 1-15 are similar to claims 1-5, respectively, therefore are rejected under the 
same rationale. 
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Claims 16-20 are similar to claims 1-5, respectively* therefore are rejected under the 
same rationale.
